The purpose of this letter is to report the results of the highway noise measurement study -
for the portion of the Parke West community along southbound I-97 at the interchange with New
Cut Road/Crain Highway in Anne Arundel County. I appre01ate the opportunity to provide you
with these results.

A copy of the noise level report is enclosed for your information. Please note that the
referenced “Attachments” referred to on page 11 were not included because the information they
contain is summarized throughout the report. If you wish'a copy of this data please contact us.

The results of the highway noise level‘measurements showed that noise levels did not
equal or exceed our noise impact threshold of 66 decibels at any of the five test sites. Because
the community is also close to the Baltimore-Washington International Airport (BWTI), there was
concern that aircraft takeoffs and landings would contribute to the overall noise level in the
community, however, the influence from aircraft was found to be minimal (refer to Tables 5 and
6 of the enclosed report). Data from a previous study conducted along Jennie Drive by the
Maryland Aviation Administration’s Noise Abatement Office at BWI was also analyzed and
found to be consistent with the findings from our recent tests.

Also, as part of this study, traffic counts (the numbers of cars and trucks on I-97 and its
ramps) were made at the same time as the noise measurements. It was determined that the
volume of traffic present during the noise measurement tests was consistent with the traffic
volume expectations for I-97. We, therefore, concluded that the corresponding noise levels
would also be typical for the area. This data is found on Table 7 of the enclosed report.

Finally, these latest noise level measurements were compared to predictions made during
the planmng and design stages of the I-97 project (refer to Table 8 of the enclosed report). The
current noise levels are consistent with those predictions. The overall results support the prior
decisions regarding the length and location of the sound barrler which did not extend to the area
of Jennie Drive because the noise levels were not predlcted to exceed the 66 decibel impact
threshold. -

This is a follow-up to my March 15 letter to you regarding the sound barrier evaluation
for the Old Bartholows Road community, along eastbound I-70 between Lynn Burke Road and
Bartholows Road in Frederick County. I appreciate your patience while we conducted our
evaluation and the opportunity to provide you with the results.

As indicated in my March 15 letter, the intent of the State’s Sound Barrier Program is to
address areas of noise impact along highways that were built before environmental analyses
became a part of the highway development process. All of the following technical criteria must
be met for a barrier to be approved: the majority of homes must predate the highway; existing
noise levels must equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must
be able to be built for $50,000 or less per benefited home. The evaluation determined that the
majority homes in the Old Bartholows Road community do predate I-70 and they receive
highway noise levels that equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold, 70 to72 decibels for
those homes closest to I-70 during the peak noise hour. However, the cost to build an effective
barrier for the community would be $97,800 per benefited residence, which exceeds the State’s
$50,000 per residence limit. A sound barrier for your community would need to be
approximately 2,300 feet long with an average height of 18 feet. This equals 41,400 square feet
of sound barrier. When determining the sound barrier cost per residence, we use only the cost
for the posts, panels and foundations. This cost is based on the last five years bid results and is
currently $16.54 per square foot. When we multiply the 41,400 square footage by $16.54, the
qualifying cost equals $684,756. Our study indicated that only seven homes would benefit from
the construction of a sound barrier. Fourteen homes would have to be benefited by at least
5 decibels in order to reach the $50,000 per residence criterion. The major problem is that the
homes in the community are spread out along I-70 and, therefore, this requires more length of
sound barrier than if the homes were closer to one another. )

As indicated in my letter, the intent of the sound barrier program is to address areas of
noise impact along highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the
highway development process. All of the following technical criteria must be met for a barrier to
be approved: the majority of affected homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels
must equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be
built for $50,000 or less per benefited home.

The evaluation determined, although the majority homes in the Old Bartholows
community predate I-70 and the majority of homes receive an impact of 66-decibels, the cost to’
build an effective barrier would be $97,800 per impacted residence. The cost exceeds the State’s
$50,000 criterion. Enclosed for your information is a copy of the technical noise report. If you

The State Highway Administration (SHA) will study the Old Bartholows Road
community to determine its eligibility for a sound barrier under the State’s Sound Barrier
Program. This evaluation will determine if all of the following technical criteria are met:

e The majority of the affected homes in the community predate the highway;
e Existing noise levels equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold;
e An effective barrier can be built for $50,000 or less per benefited residence.

If these criteria are met, Frederick County will need to enact a local noise ordinance to
address noise impact upon new residential development adjacent to State highways and also
agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost before State funding for a barrier is considered.
These requirements have been provided to Frederick County officials and we are awaiting their
action. We expect the evaluation of your community to be completed and the results forwarded
to you by the end of November 2000. Enclosed is a copy of our brochure, Communzty Resource
Guide On Sound Barriers, for your information.

In order to best answer your questions, it may help if I explain the two circumstances in
which the State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers and these

- circumstances are designated “Type I and “Type I1.” In “Type I” situations, barriers are
considered when a new highway is being built or an existing highway is being expanded. We do,

so to comply with environmental laws that were passed in the 1970s that require the evaluation
of potential noise impacts. Under those laws, SHA performs an environmental analysis to
determine if future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact threshold of 66 decibels and, if
so, whether those levels can be reduced for a reasonable cost. Affected homes must predate the
approval of the environmental document for the new highway or the highway improvements.

When a highway already exists and is not being ¢xpanded - so that Type I criteria do not
apply - a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type II,” or
retrofit, barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway
development process. The following criteria must be met for a barrier to be approved: the
majority of affected homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels must equal or exceed
the 66 decibels; and an effective barrier must be able to be built for $50,000 or less per benefited
home. If these criteria are all met, the County in whicth the community is located must have an
ordinance that addresses the impact of noise on new residential development, and the County
must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost. Based on our records, the Temora Manor Lane
community was built in the early 1990s and the highway opening date for US 29 in this area is
1966. Based on this information, we cannot consider the Temora Manor community for a sound
barrier.

This letter is a follow-up to the recent letter to you from Mr. John M. Concannon, State Highway
Administration Assistant District Engineer - Traffic, regarding a sound barrier for the Tulip Hill
community long MD 144 in Frederick County. Iappreciate the opportunity to respond to your inquiry.

The State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers in two
circumstances, designated “Type I” and “Type II.” In “Type I” situations, barriers are considered when a
new highway is being built or an existing highway is being expanded. We do so to comply with
environmental laws that were passed in the 1970s that require the evaluation of a range of environmental .
impacts, including noise. Under these laws, SHA performs an environmental analysis to determine if
future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact threshold of 66 decibels and, if so, whether those noise
levels can be reduced for a reasonable cost. Affected homes must predate the approval of the highway

improvements.

When a highway already exists and in not being expanded - so that Type I criteria do not apply - a
community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type IL,” or “retrofit,” barrier.
The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along highways that were built
before environmental analyses became a part of the highway development process. All of the following
technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be approved: the majority of homes must predate the
highway; existing noise levels must equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective
barrier must be able to be built for $50,000 or less per benefited home. If these criteria are met, the local
jurisdiction in which the community is located must have an ordinance that addresses the impact of noise
on new residential development and the local jurisdiction must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier
cost. Enclosed is a copy of our brochure, Community Resource Guide On Sound Barriers, for your
information. This brochure also summarizes the major criteria for sound barriers, as outlined above.

In 1999, the Tulip Hill community was studied under the Type I program as part of a major re-
evaluation of environmental impacts related to proposed improvements to I-70 in the Frederick area. Part
of this Type I re-evaluation assessed potential noise impacts from the project and primarily focused on
residences on Fairfax Court, closest to I-70. It is important to note that decisions and judgements
regarding noise are based on future projected traffic for the completed facilities. In addition, an
assessment is made of the effects of building the project (“build”) on future noise levels, compared to the
existing facility with no improvements (“no-build”). The results of the noise re-evaluation showed that
noise levels from the project would exceed the impact threshold, but no increase in noise would occur as a
result of the project. Because the project would not result in any increase in noise, a sound barrier, as part
of the I-70 improvements, was deemed to be not reasonable.

The community was also evaluated as a potential candidate for the Type II program, as explained
above. Based on our Type II criteria, it was determined that the community does not predate the original
4-lane construction of then-US 40 in 1961. Other adjacent sections of I-70 were constructed between
1964 and 1967. Our research indicates that, of the homes where noise levels exceed the 66 decibel impact
threshold (existing noise levels for Type II consideration), most were built between 1966 and 1969. One
home was built in 1990. While the community as a whole may be considered as pre-dating completion of
the I-70 “system” in the area and as stated earlier, the Sound Barrier Policy requires that the local
jurisdiction (i.e. the County or other governing municipality) have an ordinance or regulation controlling
future residential development adjacent to major state highways. To date, the City of Frederick and
Frederick County do not have such regulations in place. Under current circumstances, Type II sound
barriers can not be considered for the Tulip Hill community.

Thank you for your recent email to Governor Parris N. Glendening regarding a sound
barrier for the Hunt Ridge community along southbound I-83 in Baltimore County. The
Governor received your email and asked me to respond to you on his behalf.

\ The State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers in two

‘ circumstances, designated “Type I and “Type I1.” In “Type I” situations, barriers are '
considered when a new highway is being built or an existing highway is being expanded. We do
so to comply with environmental laws that were passed in the 1970s that require the evaluation
of a range of potential environmental impacts, including noise. Under these laws, SHA performs
an environmental analysis to determine if future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact
threshold of 66 decibels and, if so, whether those noise levels can be reduced for a reasonable
cost. To be considered for a Type I barrier, affected homes must predate the approval of the
highway improvements. We only consider communities for Type I sound barriers when highway
capacity improvement projects are being planned or are currently being designed. The Hunt
Ridge community does not qualify for a Type I barrier.

When a highway already exists and is not being expanded - so that Type I criteria do not
apply - a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type I1,” or
retrofit, barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway
development process. All of the following technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be
approved: the majority of the homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels must equal
or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be built for
$50,000 or less per benefited home. If these criteria are met, the County in which the community
is located must have an ordinance that addresses the impact of noise on new residential
development, and the County must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost.

The sound barrier currently under design is for the Longford North community and will
‘be located along southbound 1-83. The project limits start approximately 2,500 feet north of
Seminary Avenue and end at Seminary Avenue. The exact northern terminus will depend on the
length of barrier needed to protect the impacted homes in Longford North. The barrier is being
built to fulfill a commitment that was made by SHA in the mid-1980s to the Longford North
community. The commitment did not contemplate extending a sound barrier all the way to
Timonium Road. The information received from Mr. Ronald Bowers is correct only as it applies
to the Longford North community. None of our records suggest that the project ever extended to
Timonium Road.

The Hunt Ridge community, that begins near Pheasant Run Court and continues
northward to Timonium Road, has been evaluated by SHA to determine if it is eligible for a
Type II sound barrier. The results of that evaluation determined that the majority of the homes in
the Hunt Ridge community were built after the 1964 opening date for I-83. As a result, the
community is not eligible for our Sound Barrier Program.

You asked "What criteria was used in deciding that the homes off of Seminary Avenue
(not more than ten years old) received their barrier behind their homes?" The sound barrier that
' is under construction between Joppa and Thornton Roads is being built as a Type I project, in
advance of the construction of the proposed widening. The record of decision for the proposed
“widening of 1-695 was dated November 1991. The newest of the communities along the outer
loop, west of Thornton Road, The Fields at Seminary, was constructed between 1987 and 1994,
with the majority of homes predating the 1991 record of decision.

Thank you again for your email. The Governor appreciates hearing from you, and on his
behalf, I also thank you for the interest, which prompted you to write. Iregret that I cannot
provide a positive response.

Thank you for your recent email message to Governor Parris N. Glendening regarding a
sound barrier for the Hunt Ridge community, along southbound I-83 south of Timonium Road,
in Baltimore County. The Governor received your email message and asked me to respond to
you on his behalf.

The State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers in two
circumstances, designated “Type I’ and “Type I1.” In “Type I” situations, barriers are considered
_when a new highway is being built or an existing highway is being expanded. We do so to comply
with environmental laws that were passed in the 1970s that require the evaluation of a range of
potential environmental impacts, including noise. Under these laws, SHA performs an
environmental analysis to determine if future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact threshold
of 66 decibels and, if so, whether those levels can be reduced for a reasonable cost. Affected homes
must predate the approval of the highway improvements. We only consider communities for Type I
sound barriers when highway capacity improvement projects are being planned or are currently
being designed. Under out Type I criteria, we do not consider communities retroactively. Your
community does not qualify for a Type I barrier.

When a highway already exists and is ot being expanded - so that Type I criteria do not
apply - a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type II,” or
retrofit, barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway development
process. The following technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be approved the majority of
affected homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels must equal or exceed the 66 decibel
impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be built for $50,000 or less per benefited
home. If these criteria are met, the county in which the community is located must have an
ordinance that addresses the impact of highway noise on new residential development, and the
county must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost. Since the majority of the homes in Hunt
Ridge postdate the 1964 opening date of I-83, the community is not eligible for our program.

The sound barrier under design is for the Longford North community and will be located
along southbound I-83. The project limits start approximately 2,500 feet north of Seminary
Avenue and end at Seminary Avenue. The exact northern terminus of the barrier will depend on
the length of barrier needed to protect the impacted homes in Longford North. The barrier is
being built to fulfill a commitment that was made by SHA in the mid-1980s to the Longford
North community. Governor Glendening announced last year that the commitment will be
honored. The commitment did not consider extending a sound barrier all the way to Timonium
Road.

This letter is a follow-up to your internet message to Governor Parris N. Glendening
regarding a sound barrier for the Carderock Springs community, adjacent to the outer loop of I-
495, in Montgomery County. The Governor received your message and asked me to respond to
you on his behalf and also to apologize for the long delay in getting back to you concerning this

issue.
The Maryland Department of Transportation’s State Highway Administration (SHA) has
re-extended, to the Carderock Springs Citizens Association, the cost-sharing approach that was

originally offered to the community in the 1990 Citizens Against Beltway Noise agreement. That
offer provided for the State to fund up to $40,000 per home toward the cost of a sound barrter,

with the community’s funding the balance.

At a March 13, 2000 community meeting, the Board of Directors for the Carderock
Springs Citizens Association agreed to pursue the State’s proposal with the community. The
Association is now in the process of approaching Montgomery County about the establishment
of a special tax district for Carderock Springs that would cover that portion of the barrier cost
which exceeds $40,000/home.

Under this plan, the State would fund project costs of up to $40,000 per resident
and the community would fund the balagce through a special tax district established by
Mouwgomery County. With the Project estimated to cost $2 million, this approach would set the
community’s share at $288,000 and the State’s share at $1.7 million. 1 suppon extending this
approach to the Carderock Springs community.

MDOT has informed me that for this project to continue moving forward, it requires local -
legislation to create the special tax district to support the bonds. MDOT is working with '
Montgomery County to see if they are interested in pursuing this project. MDOT will keep vou

This is a follow-up to our recent telephone conversation regarding traffic noise from
MD 213 in Kent County. I appreciate the opportunity to provide you with the following
information. '

In order to best answer your questions, it may help if I explain the two circumstances in
which the State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers. In so-called
“Type I” situations, barriers are considered when a new highway is being built or an existing
highway is being expanded. We do so to comply with environmental laws that were passed in the
1970s that mandate consideration of barriers in these instances. Under those laws, SHA performs
an environmental analysis to determine if future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact
threshold of 66 decibels and, if so, whether those levels can be reduced for a reasonable cost.
Affected homes must predate the approval of the highway improvements.

When a highway already exists and is not being expanded - so that Type I criteria do not
apply - a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type II,” or
retrofit barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway development
process. These technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be approved: the majority of affected
homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels must equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact
threshold; and we must be able to build an effective barrier for $50,000 or less per benefited home.
If these criteria are met, the County in which the community is located must have an ordinance that
addresses the impact of noise on new residential development, and the County must agree to fund
20 percent of the barrier cost. Sound barriers are generally built along full control access highways
where access is by interchanges; unfortunately, MD 213 is not a full control access highway.

You asked if there is information regarding sound proofing the home. Homeowners can
take the following actions to reduce highway noise inside the home: install storm windows
and/or double-glazed or better windows; add insulation in the walls and attic; and/or air
conditioning. Outside the home, a screen of tall, densely planted evergreen vegetation is
recommended, although landscape screening would need to be very deep, long, and mature in
order to-notice a reduction in sound levels. In their publication, "Highway Traffic Noise" (page
12, copy enclosed), the Federal Highway Administration suggests that a 200' deep, densely
planted, mature evergreen forest would reduce traffic noise significantly.

Thank you for your recent letter on behalf of your client, Mr. Norman Bennett, regarding
a sound barrier for the Earlsgate community along the westbound 1-270 East Spur in
Montgomery County. Iappreciate the opportunity to respond to your concerns.

In order to best answer your questions, it may help if I explain the two circumstances in
which the State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers. Sound
barriers are constructed in “Type I’ and “Type II” situations, as directed by the Sound Barrier

' Policy first adopted in 1987 and then revised in May of 1998. A determination of whether a
community is eligible for the State’s Sound Barrier Program is based on a number of technical
criteria for each Type, all of which must be met. :

In “Type I” situations, barriers are considered when a new highway is being built or an
existing highway is being expanded. We do so to comply with environmental laws that were
passed in the 1970s that mandate consideration of barriers in these instances. When an existing
highway is being improved, we consider barriers either when new through lanes are being added
or when the roadway is being moved closer to the community. Although new through lanes are
not being proposed as a part of this project, the Earlsgate community is adjacent to the proposed
project limits and was analyzed for a Type I sound barrier because the new ramp is bringing
traffic closer to the residences than before."

' When the median lane-widening was approved in the late 1980s, one of the criteria in effect
required sound levels to increase five or more decibels over the levels that would exist if no highway
improvements were made. Barriers were not approved at that time because noise levels after the median
lane-widening were predicted to increase only two decibels over those that would exist in a “no-build”

situation.

For the project that is currently proposed at the Rockledge Drive interchange, SHA
performed an environmental analysis to determine if existing or future noise levels would equal
or exceed the impact threshold of 66 decibels and, if 50, whether the noise levels would increase
by at least three decibels over the no-build scenario. ? The Earlsgate community met the criterion
for a 66 decibel base level of existing highway noise. The analysis further showed, however,
that, for the homes on Earlsgate Lane, future noise levels were not projected to increase over
those projected for a no-build scenario. As a result, these homes did not meet the criterion of a
three-decibel increase, and barriers were not approved.’

" The State now also considers the cumulative effects of numerous highway improvements
on the community. Under this criterion, sound levels were calculated to have been in the 69 to
73 decibel range for the highway when it was at capacity for only two lanes in each direction (the

base-line condition). When we compared the future noise levels to the base-line noise levels, the

change was only one to two decibels as a result of the improvements. For this reason the area
failed to qualify under the cumulative effects portion of the current policy. The following are
excerpts from the May 1998 Maryland Sound Barrier Policy:

Page 7: “A sensitive receptor is impacted if design year noise levels are projected to
equal 66 dBA or if existing noise levels are projected to increase by more than 10 dBA
and exceed 57 dBA.”

Page 4: “For Type I projects, if a change over no-build levels of less than 3 decibels
would result from a build condition, a sound barrier could be considered not to be
reasonable. In the assessment of the no build to build noise level change, consideration
will be given to the cumulative effects of highway improvements made after the original
highway construction. If the cumulative increase in design year build noise levels at
noise sensitive receivers that existed when prior improvements were made is equal to or
greater than 3 decibels, noise abatement could be considered reasonable.

* “If noise levels equal or exceed 72 decibels at impacted noise sensitive receivers,
SHA will consider a sound barrier reasonable for any proposed highway expansion that
will increase noise levels provided that other feasibility and reasonableness criteria are
met.”

2 A barrier is considered when existing sound levels equal or exceed 72 decibels and the proposed
improvements increase noise levels by one decibel over the no-build levels.

3 Since there was no change in noise levels over the no-build condition, these homes did not meet the
criterion of a one-decibel increase when existing sound levels equal or exceed 72 decibels.

When a highway already exists and is not being expanded — so that Type I criteria do not
apply — a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type I1,” or
retrofit, barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway
development process. All of the following technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be
approved: the majority of the homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels must equal
or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be built for
$50,000 or less per benefited home. If these criteria are met, the County in which the community
is located must have an ordinance that addresses the impact of noise on new residential
development, and the County must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost.

The homes in the Earlsgate portion of the community were evaluated for a Type II sound
barrier in 1987 and, again, in 1998. The first Type II criterion that must be met is that the
majority of the homes in the community must have existed before the highway was built. Our
records indicate that the Earlsgate community was built in the early 1980s, which is after the
1964 highway opening date of the I-270 East Spur. Based on this information, we cannot
consider the Earlsgate community for a Type II sound barrier. '

Residents from along the Windermere Circle and Charnwood portion of the community
have communicated their desire for a sound barrier to protect them from highway traffic noise.
The analysis for that community showed that the projected highway noise levels would actually
reduce as a result of the newly proposed ramp serving the new interchange. Under the past and
present policies for both Type I and Type II sound barriers, this community is not eligible for a
sound barrier.

The State Highway Administration (SHA) has completed an evaluation of both the cost
to construct a screen fence adjacent to the Windermere community and the value of the right-of
way to be purchased from the community for the road-widening project. We have determined
that the combined cost for these two items is about the same as the cost to construct a sound
barrier. As a result, the Department of Transportation is willing to build a sound barrier, of equal
length to and in the same location as, the screen fence, as a “value engineering” alternate in the
upcoming road construction project. The sound barrier would be built in lieu of the screen fence
indicated in the current design for this project. In order for this to occur, we will need for the
community to donate the property required for the construction of the new interchange.
Enclosed are two copies of our brochure, Community Resource Guide On Sound Barriers, and
two copies of the Maryland Department of Transportation State Highway Administration Sound
Barrier Policy, dated May 11, 1998, for your and your client’s use.

The majority of the homes along the Interstate Route 270 East Leg
wvere built after the roadway and, therefore, your area does not
yualify for a barrier under the State's Type II program.

Thank you for meeting with Ms. Natalie Hardy and Mr. James Hade, of my staff, on
June 2nd. I appreciate the opportunity to answer the questions and concerns that you raised at
that meeting. I apologize for the tardiness of this response and appreciate your patience while
we worked to answer all of your questions. The answers to your questions on eligibility for a
sound barrier are based upon the Sound Barrier Policy in effect at the time that the State
Highway Administration received approval for the work on US 50.

You asked for a description of the project and the limits of the proposed expansion work
to US 50. The High Occupancy Vehicle (HOV) project consists of the addition of two lanes in
the median of US 50, one eastbound and one westbound, between the Capital Beltway
(1-95/1-495) and US 301. The HOV lanes would only be available for use during the peak rush
hour for each direction.

In our meeting, you said that truck traffic has significantly increased as a result of the
opening 1-97, where trucks that used to stay on US 301 now use US 50 past your homes to access
I-97. What we read from your concern is that there are two issues: 1. Whether or not the
environmental evaluation accurately accounted for such a change and; if not, 2. Whether that
fact would have had a bearing on the past noise evaluation or whether your community would
now be eligible for a barrier.

According to recent traffic counts, there has been a 20 percent increase in the Average
Daily Traffic over that anticipated for the year 2005 in the original environmental document.
‘There has been, as you observed, an increase in the truck percentage from 4 percent anticipated
in the 1982 Environmental Documents to 9 percent observed today. If the traffic that is observed
today had been used in the original study, we expect that the predicted noise levels would be 3 to
4 decibels higher, which would have confirmed what you now experience, as noise levels have
‘exceeded the 67 decibel impact threshold. It is our feeling that, had the environmental document
indicated today's traffic levels, a noise impact would have existed at a maximum of three
properties (those homes that were built before the 1982 date of the environmental document.)

The Policy, in effect at that time, tested two conditions: 1. If existing noise levels are 57
decibels or less, would the construction of the improvements result in a 10 decibel increase over
the “no-build” condition? OR 2. If existing or future noise levels were above 67 decibels, would

the future noise levels increase by 5 decibels or more as a result of the proposed improvement
over the case of not building the improvement.

lower than that of N-40, it is assumed that levels in 1996 would have had a similar relationship.

Had the environmental document data been based upon current traffic on US 50, your
community would still not have met the eligibility criteria for a sound barrier based on the fact
that the increases you have experienced did not meet the 5 decibel change threshold even though
future levels would have been at the impact threshold. (This condition is similar to that of a
number of communities across the state, such as those along the I-270 East Spur and 1-495 south

of 1-270)

You suggested that a barrier approximately 1,200 feet long and 14 feet tall would
probably be sufficient to protect your homes. In addition to evaluating the cost of your barrier
assumption, we performed what we call a “thumbnail barrier cost analysis” on two possible
barrier scenarios, using generally accepted "rules of thumb." The average height for a barrier in
Maryland is approximately 18 feet. Generally speaking, a barrier must run past a noise sensitive
area four times the distance between the barrier and the receptor location (i.e., if a receptor
location is 100 feet from the highway, a barrier needs to g0 400 feet past the receptor in order to
significantly reduce noise levels.) Another of the “rules of thumb” that we use is that we very
rarely encounter noise levels above the impact theshold more than 500 feet away from the
highway, nor do we find homes benefiting by more than two or three decibels beyond 300 feet
behind a barrier. The policy, in effect at the time these decisions were made, required a
minimum 5 decibel benefit in order for a barrier to be considered reasonable.

The following table (on the next page) shows the results of our thumbnail barrier cost
analysis for Hanson Hills, adjacent to eastbound US 50. The cost per residence criterion is based
on the cost of the posts, panels, and foundations installed which amounts to $16.54 per square
foot. The actual cost of the barrier includes all of the remaining items necessary to complete a
given project and adds an additional $10.46 per square foot to the $16.54 for a total cost of
$27.00 per square foot. |

Of the residences that existed at the time of the environmental analysis, a maximum of
three would possibly receive a benefit of at least 5 decibels from the State's barrier assumptions.
We also studied ways to reduce the barrier length by looking at an alternative where a barrier
could be located mostly on the State’s right-of-way, but also with a turn back at the ends onto
private land (that would have to be donated to the State). Finally, we gave the cost figures for
the barrier that you suggested might be acceptable, but for which we have already indicated
would not likely give a reasonable amount of protection. We have included copies of aerial
photographs of the approximate location and length of the two barrier studies that were assumed
to provide the better levels of protection. '

_ One of the policy criteria requires that, for a barrier to be considered reasonable, the cost
per benefited residence be $50,000 or less. The barrier exercises shown above illustrate that the
cost-per-residence for a barrier at this location would be well above the policy limit.

You asked for the State to construct a wooden privacy fence if not a sound barrier. It is
the State’s policy that if a community does not pre-date the original highway, a screen fence
cannot be constructed as that could be construed to be a form of noise mitigation.

You also asked for the State to consider the differences in property taxes that are paid by
large landowners versus that of smaller landowners which, you believe, makes the
cost-per-residence an unfair limitation. The State’s Sound Barrier Policy underwent a number of
changes that were adopted in 1998 which, in essence, did increase the cost-per-residence
allowance by a substantial amount. The date criterion, requiring homes to predate the highway
to be considered for a Type II barrier, however, was not changed.

This letter is a follow-up to your recent telephone conversation with Mr. Ted Severe, of
-our staff, regarding a sound barrier for the Millersville Road community, along southbound 1-97
at the Millersville Road overpass, in Anne Arundel County. I appreciate the opportunity to
respond to your inquiry. '

The State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers in two
circumstances, designated “Type I” and “Type I.” In “Type I” situations, barriers are
considered when a new highway is being built or an existing highway is being expanded. We do
so to comply with environmental laws that were passed in the 1970s that mandate The analysis
of potential environmental impacts, including noise. Under these laws, SHA performs an
environmental analysis to determine if future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact
threshold of 66 decibels and, if so, whether those noise levels can be reduced for a reasonable
cost. Affected homes must predate the approval of the highway improvements.

When a highway already exists and is not being expanded - so that Type I criteria do not
apply - a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type II,” or
retrofit, barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway
development process. These technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be approved: the
majority of affected homes must predate the highway: existing noise levels must equal or exceed
the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be built for $50,000 or
less per benefited home. If these criteria are met, the County in which the community is located
must have an ordinance that addresses the impact of noise on new residential development, and
the County must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost.

The State Highway Administration has not previously evaluated the area in which you
reside to determine if it meets all of the technical requirements for a sound barrier. We have

. determined that the area predates the highway, but we need to determine the noise levels from

traffic on I-97. A review of the original environmental document for [-97 showed no relevant
data for your area. Our preliminary review of the area has also revealed that the number of
homes in the area is small, and, thus, it may be questionable whether the cost to build an
effective barrier would be within our maximum cost per residence of $50,000. We anticipate

" being able to report the results of our evaluation by the end of October 2000. Enclosed, for your

This letter is a follow-up to the August 1 letter from Mr. James D. Hade, of our staff, to
Mr. Robert Skaggs (now deceased) and Ms. Charin Rubin regarding the sound barrier evaluation
for the Commodore Joshua Barney House property, adjacent to the Huntington East community
located in the southeastern quadrant of 1-95/MD 32 interchange, in Howard County. As the new
owner of the property and also as a courtesy, we wish to provide you with the results of our
evaluation. A copy of the August 1 letter is also enclosed for your information.

The intent of the State’s Sound Barrier Program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway
development process. All of the following technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be
approved: the majority of homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels must equal or
exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be built for
$50,000 or less per benefited home. In addition, consideration can be given for properties that
are of an historic nature, such as the Commodore Joshua Barney House property.

While the Commodore Joshua Barney House property does predate I-95 and there is a
highway noise impact of 66 decibels, our evaluation determined that the cost to build an effective
barrier would be $333,900. A sound barrier approximately 1,122 feet long with an average
height of 18 feet would be needed to protect the Commodore Joshua Barney House. This equals
20,187 square feet of sound barrier. When determining the sound barrier cost per residence, we
use the cost for the posts, panels and foundations. This cost is based on the last five years bid
results and is currently $16.54 per square foot. When we multiply the 20,187 square footage by
$16.54, the qualifying total cost equals $333,900. Because the Commodore Joshua Barney
House is an historic structure, our Sound Barrier Policy allows it to be counted as two residences.
When we take the $333,900 cost and divide it by the two equivalent structures, the cost per
residence becomes $166,950, which is greater than the $50,000 per benefited residence criterion.
Therefore, the State cannot provide a sound barrier for the Commodore Joshua Barney House

This letter is a follow-up to your recent telephone conversation with Ms. Natalie Hardy,
of our staff, regarding traffic noise from the truck weigh station on eastbound I-70 near your
home in the Rosswood Estates community in Frederick County. I appreciate the opportunity to
respond to your inquiry.

The State Highway Administration (SHA) considers the need for sound barriers in two
circumstances, designated “Type I and “Type IL.” In “Type I” situations, barriers are
considered when a new highway is being built or an existing highway is being expanded. We do
so to comply with environmental laws that were passed in the 1970s that require the evaluation
of a range of potential environmental impacts, including noise. Under these laws, SHA performs
an environmental analysis to determine if future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact
threshold of 66 decibels and, if so, whether those noise levels can be reduced for a reasonable
cost. To be considered for a Type I barrier, affected homes must predate the approval of the
highway improvements. We only consider communities for Type I sound barriers when highway
capacity improvement projects are being planned or are currently being designed.

When a highway already exists and is not being expanded - so that Type I criteria do not
apply - a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type IL,” or
retrofit, barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of noise impact along
highways that were built before environmental analyses became a part of the highway
development process. All of the following technical criteria must be met for a barrier to be
approved: the majority of the homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels must equal
or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be built for
$50,000 or less per benefited home. If these criteria are met, the County in which the community
is located must have an ordinance that addresses the impact of noise on new residential
development, and the County must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost.

The Rosswood Estates community was built in the early 1990s, which is after the 1969
opening date of I-70 and the 1984-1985 construction date of the truck weigh station on
eastbound I-70. Based on this information, we cannot consider the Rosswood Estates
community for a sound barrier because it postdates both the highway and the weigh station.

The sound barrier currently under design is for the Longford North community and will
be located along southbound 1-83. The project limits start approximately 2,500 feet north of
Seminary Avenue and ends at Seminary Avenue. The exact northern terminus will depend on
the length of barrier needed to protect the impacted homes in Longford North. The barrier is
being built to fulfill a commitment that was made by SHA in the mid-1980s to the Longford
North community. The commitment did not contemplate extending a sound barrier all the way
to Timonium Road. The information received from Mr. Ronald Bowers is correct only as it
applies to the Longford North community. None of our records suggest that the project ever
extended to Timonium Road.

The Hunt Ridge community, that begins near Pheasant Run Court and continues
northward to Timonium Road, has been evaluated by SHA to determine if it is eligible for a
Type 1I sound barrier. The results of that evaluation determined that the majority of the homes in
the Hunt Ridge community were built after the 1964 opening date for I-83. As aresult, the
community is not eligible for our Sound Barrier Program.

This letter is to call your atterttion to an evolving situation reganding the pending insellation of a soumd wall siong
Southbound 1-83 between Timonium Road and Seminary Avenue (0.95 miles from the Seminary Road Bridge 1o the
new Timonium Road Exit Ramp light). If the qureat plans are executed, there is a strong possibility that the length of
this wall will not extend to Timonium Road, thereby eliminating coversge for numerous properties of the Huntridge
Community and the 7 acre Fawble residence, located at 201 W Timonium Read, which is located right behind the
Southbound I-83 ramp.

The common understanding in our Community, from original home owners, resltors and Ron Bowers of Longford
North, is that the original plan in 1985 included constructing a sound wall along the cntire stretch from Timonium Road
to Seminary Avenue, thereby covering the last unprotected area in the corridor.  However in 1990, this stretch was left
out of the plan and a fight ensned to re-include it. It is our understanding that the resolution wes 10 comply with the
1985 plan, thereby providing this stretch of land with the sound barrier. Now that things have reached the plarming
phase with the Office of Environmental Design, it scems that their directive may still wnfairly exclude this single
secticn, which is less than ene half of a mile m {ength. Indications are that the wall is projecied to wrap eround
Longford North, not cxtending down the ramp to Timoniut Roed.

As a resident of the Huntridge Community, I believe that while we do not quality as either Type I or Type I, we should
receive 8 sound wall due to,the remendous inerease in both traffic and noise levels. k is just the right thing to do for
several reasons:

e  The noise level of the mast impacted homes, exceeds 66 decibels most times of the day.

o  Since the connections of I+83 to }-81 and I-84 around Harrisburg were made, I-83 is part of the only non-toll route
tha runs from Canada all the way down the eastern US coast. As a result, both car end truck traffic has drastically
increased. (Exact figures are currently being tracked.)

»  The widening of 1695 has led 10 a wremendous increasc in traffic volume and noise.

e  As proven by the new mraffic light, at the imersection of Timenium Raad and Exit 16 from Southbound [-23, there .
has been a dramatic increase in traffic (and nois¢) in this area. .

= e  Longfird North, the community to our South, docsn’t meet either criteria for Type 1 o Type II barriers, b
gening a wall by 2001.

e  We have a letter from the Honorable R. Brian Mclntire stating that he will wark to secure the 20% covnty funding.

s  The Fowble residence was built before }-83 and meets all criteria for a sound barrier, except cost per benefiring
home. However, all of the Huntridge residents (172 hames) would benefit from a sound wall, thus making them
eligible for the wall. This being the case, it does not make sense to exclude the 2000 fect of Huntridge between
the Fowble residence and the Longford North Community, which would be the only rematning section of 1-83 tha
would be without a sound well.

e  In addition, more than reasonable effrt has been made by various merbers of our commumity Lo €ither prove or
disprove that the plans actually included this streteh of highway. However, no concrete documentation exists; no
where does it say that the sound barrier should end as Longford North, Timonium Road, or otherwise. In addition,
we were told that when the ofices of Long-Rance Planming were remodeled several vears agp, many documents
were thrown away.

e This remaining .48 mile scction (from Longfard North to Timonium Read) can be added to the current Longford
Noerth plan witheur much additional expense.

The resulting calculated noise levels were
compared to the measured noise level at each receptor. If the measured and calculated noise
level were within an industry standard tolerance of 3 decibels, the receptor was considered
to be calibrated. Where the difference exceeded 3 decibels, additional measurements and
simultaneous traffic counts and remodeling were conducted until the 3 decibels calibration
tolerance was obtained. For the I-270 site at least 2 ambient measurements were taken at.
each receptor. All of the modeled points in this project calibrated to within 3 decibels.
Measurements for calibration were taken during off-peak traffic conditions. The calibration
noise levels at NSA’s H & I were computed as follows:

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2a. Is the traffic in the July 24 letter and the FONSI the same?

Yes. For the later analysis, The new Federal Highway Administration Traffic Noise Model
(TNM) was used instead of STAMINA; as designed roadway plans were used for geometry-
and each 1st Row house (Closest to 1-270)

was modeled. Also, the analysis only considered NSA H.

2e. Effects of acceleration, trucks-
An accelerating truck on the ramp would produce a slightly higher noise level than trucks
traveling at highway speed. For this location, assuming that all vehicles are at a stop
condition, the increase would be on the order of 1dBA at the closest receptor adjacent to the
stop location. At the end of the ramp (NSA I) the trucks would be up to speed. The increase
in average hourly noise levels due to acceleration would not be perceptible over the
condition of the same lanes running the same traffic at speed. In addition, because most of
the noise is generated by traffic on 1-270, which is not affected by acceleration, the fill
placed for the ramp still would reduce the build noise levels to considerably below no build
noise levels.

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10. How was interpolation done?
For the FONSI, due to size of the study area, only a few receptor sites at each
NSA were analyzed. Using noise levels at these sites, lines were drawn on the work maps
indicating impact level and 3dBA and 5 dBA insertion loss. Impacted or Benefited
residences were shaded on these maps and counted. '

16. Has the maximum noise generating capacity of I-270 been reached?

The maximum noise levels normally occur with traffic Level of Service E volumes.
Traffic data indicates that -270 was operating at LOS C in 1994 and will operate at LOS

“F in the peak hour of the design year (2020). Since LOS F is a stopped condition at peak
traffic. At some point during the day before traffic volumes approach the stopped
condition, the traffic volumes and speed will combine to create the maximum noise level.
As volumes increase over time, the maximum noise levels would not increase, but the
length of time during the day when the noise is at a maximum will increase. In any case,
the worst case traffic and speed combination in the design year was used for the analysis
that would produce maximum noise levels.

17. Did Polysonics use STAMINA? Did their study use the same methodology as SHA for
impacts-

The Polysonics study used the Ldn (Day-Night) noise descriptor rather than the Leq
(Hour Average) descriptor that is used by FHWA and SHA. The Ldn noise level is a 24-
hour average level with a 10 dBA adjustment added to nighttime noise levels. At
locations where nighttime traffic is low, the Ldn level is approximately equal to the Leq
descriptor used by SHA. Where there is a significant volume of nighttime traffic, the Ldn
will be higher. The Ldn methodology is proscribed by HUD for analyzing HUD approved
development. Several counties, including Montgomery, Howard and Baltimore require its
use. Several other differences from SHA procedures include:

*Used an assumed traffic growth rate, rather than a detailed traffic study

*Used HUD nomographs instead of STAMINA or TNM

*Use only 2 receptors for the area

*The report gave no evidence of calibrating the model

*Shows a straight impact line. The location of this line would naturally vary in

closeness to the highway depending on topography and sound conditions.
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19. Ramp Noise Contribution
The contribution to noise levels from traffic on the ramp adjacent to the Heritage Walk
community varies from 51 dBA to 60 dBA depending on the location in the community
and distance from ramp. The homes with the highest ramp contribution (which are closest
to the ramp) also receive the most protection from the ramp fill. The following shows
contribution from 1-270 and ramp at several locations (Based on FONSI re-evaluation)

This chart illustrates the phenomenon where separate noise sources, when added, do not
necessarily make more noise. It is recognized that when two sources that are 10 or more
decibels apart, there is no net increase.

20- Explain the noise level differences between January letter and July letters.
The data in the January letter was based on the re-evaluation of the FONSI analysis using
TNM and included geometry from semi-final design plans. The data contained in the July
letter was a draft analysis of a constant 10-foot barrier height. The draft analysis for the
July letter used geometry and topographic data from the final plans, final cross sections
and a slightly revised barrier alignment. The receptor points were expanded for the July
analysis, while the January analysis used interpolation to determine the noise levels at
other receptor points in the community that had not actually been modeled in for the
FONSI. Based on the cross sections, the noise model was modified to include terrain
lines added at the toe of slope and the proposed 10’ barrier was moved a few feet farther
from the gutter line of the concrete traffic barrier in some places to accommodate
landscaping. -
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This constitutes our understanding of those items that required further explanation. I
hope this information helps to clarify the points we discussed at the August 22 meeting. If you
have any questions regarding this response, please let me know at 410-545-8640 or
1-800-446-5962 or, by e-mail, at cadams@sha.state.md.us.

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19. Ramp Noise Contribution

The contribution to noise levels from traffic on the ramp varies from 51 dBA to

60 dBA depending on the location in the community and distance from ramp. The -

locations with the highest ramp contribution (which are closest to the ramp) also
receive the most protection from the ramp fill. The following shows contribution
from I-270 and ramp at several locations (Based on FONSI re-evaluation)

R20 65 61 51 61
R23 69 59 56 61
R25(pool) 68 58 55 60

20. Differences between January letter and July letter

The data in the January letter was based on the re-evaluation of the FONSI
analysis using TNM and included geometry from semi-final plans. The data
contained in the July letter was a draft analysis of a 10-foot barrier height to
obtained noise reductions at the 1% row receptors. The draft analysis for the July
letter used geometry and topographic data from the final plans, final cross sections
and a slightly revised barrier alignment. Based on the cross sections terrain lines
were added at toe slope and barrier was moved farther from flow line. Noise
levels in the January letter were interpolated from FONSI receptor sites. For the
later analysis, each 1 row receptor was analyzed as a receptor site. Although each
of the above differences has some effect, the most important factors were the size
and location of the barrier, and modeling each receptor site rather than
interpolating noise levels.

Thank you for your recent letter, which tenders a counter-proposal to the State Highway
Administration's (SHA) offer of a sound barrier for the Heritage Walk community. I appreciate
the opportunity to respond to your letter.

As I know you are well aware, SHA has determined that the Heritage Walk community
does not meet the eligibility criteria for construction of a sound barrier. Our first proposal to
address the community’s concerns was to construct a screen fence adjacent to the new ramp that
would connect to northbound I-270. It was felt that, because of the amount of vegetation that
will be removed for the construction of the new interchange, we should provide a visual screen
between the ramp and the community to reduce the visual impact. Noise levels for this portion
of the community are expected to be reduced over current levels, since the new ramp will actas a
barrier between the mainline of 1-270 and the adjacent homes. This screen fence was not
proposed to extend to the area adjacent to Earlsgate Lane because the amount of physical
disturbance and loss of existing vegetative buffer will be much less at that location than for the
homes to the south. Noise levels in this portion of the community are not expected to increase as
a result of the construction of the new interchange.

Our subsequent offer, to construct a sound barrier with the same limits as the screen fence
would have had, was a value engineering proposal which was conditioned on the donation of the
needed right-of-way. We consider this to be a reasonable accommodation to meet the
community’s concerns. If the community does not accept the offer of a sound barrier, we will
proceed with condemnation procedures to acquire the needed property and will include the
screen fence in the construction plans. We cannot, however, agree to extend the sound barrier to
the limits you propose. : :

, At this time, we are proceeding to complete the designs for the project. The sound barrier
offer will expire if not accepted in writing by the close of business on September 8, 2000.

. [ am writing on behalf of Heritage Walk Homes Corporation ("Heritage Walk") in re-
sponse to the noise barrier offer reflected in your letter of July 24, 2000 to President Ellen Paul.
This firm represents Heritage Walk for purposes of responding to your letter. This response was
reviewed and approved by the Heritage Walk Board of Directors last night.

Background

Heritage Walk appreciates your need to bring closure to this issue as soon as possible in
light of imminent deadlines for project approval and contractor selection. At the same time, we
had many unanswered questions regarding your offer. In an effort to resolve as many of these
concems as possible, as quickly as possible. we prepared eleven pages of questions for your
staff, all of which arose from efforts to understand the technical noise barrier standards and data,
and the application of the one to the other in this case. We met with your staff to discuss these
questions for over 3 ¥ hours yestcrday, the earliest practicable time. We also provided your le-
gal representative, Assistant Attorney General Laurie R. Hanig, with a seven-page discussion

- paper of the legal issues raised by "Quick-Take" procedures that she advised would commence
next week if your offer were not promptly accepted. While many answers were provided, addi-
tional data and explanations were promiscd next week, and a number of concerns remain. We
also understand that your offer will remain open for another week while the additional informa-
tion is being conveyed to us. Nevertheless, Heritage Walk felt it should formally present its

counter-proposal to you without delay.

For reasons that will be explained below, Heritage Walk finds it extraordinanly difficult
to respond your offer with a categorical acceptance ot rejection. Instead we ask that you give
serious consideration to the following counter-proposal:

1f SHA will lengthen the proposed soundwall so that it protects the entire com-
raunity, i.¢., from approximately Stations 207+00 to 627+00, both Hentage Walk
and all 202 individual members will waive all claims to compensation for the
property to be taken.

We believe that our proposal is mutually advantageous fiom just about cvery perspective.

'As detailed below, it will serve to resolve, without formal adjudication, problems that would

arise if there were instead a protracted fight, and will eliminate serious practical problems we
have with agreeing to a noise wall that protects only part of the residents of Hentage Walk.

Noise Barrier Entitlement Issues

SHA's unwillingpess thus far to agree to a noisc wall that protects the Earlsgate Lanc
Area (denominated Noise Sensitive Area [ in the relevant noise studies-and comprising the west-
ern end of the community) is grounded in the conclusion that this Area does not meet the criteria
for a noise barrier in the SHA 1998 Sound Barrier Policy. It is clear from our meeling with staff
yesterday that this assessment is dependent upon the validity of the application of a single crite-
Hon--one tied exclusively to computer projections whose accuracy is, in turn, dependent upon
the accuracy of input data not grounded in actual noise measurements and still 2 mystery to us.
fn addition, we have seen nothing to provide any confidence that these data, apparently 5 years
old, account for the rerouting of, and readily foreseeable massive increase to, 1-270 northbound
traffic via an acceleration/merge lane adjacent to our Earlsgate Lane homes, which is one of the
principal rationales for the Rockledge Connector Project.

All other applicable criteria in the Noise Policy are met, as reflected in data showing that:

(1) the barrier would cost less per benefited residence ($29,200) than the maximum allowable
($50,000); (2) the barrier will reduce noise levels by 7-10 decibels for a majority of the 30 im-
pacted (at 66 decibels) residences in the area; and (3) the barmer will benefit a total of 39 of the
48 residences ( i.e., over 80%) in Area [.

in the end, we have effectively been asked 10 trust the computer to stiow thai both of the
following are true: (1) by the year 2020 there will be no perceptible increase in noise (e, a
decibel or more) between the current configuration of 1-270 and the 2020 build-out of the Rock-
ledge Interconnector Project (with a new bridge over 1-270, ten lanes across and acceleration
ramps placed closer to the community); and (2) the theoretical maximum noise generatcd by the
1960’s 4-lane 1-270 would be as loud as the 2020 build-out. We are told we are one decibel
short under each test. In the community's View, SHA's unshakable faith in its projections is mis-
guided; it has jmproperly relied on inappropriate data to reach unreliable conclusions that defy-
comnmon sense. As such, the decision is vulnerable under the established standards for judicial
review of SHA decisions. MMU&*MM, 276 Md. 630, 350 A.2d
125, 128 (1976).

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_ Finally, staff advised us that whether or not all but one criterion was met is beside the
point: all criteria must be met or there will be no barrier. Staff could point to nothing in the
wording of the 1998 Noise Barrier Policy stating or implying any such rigidity; if anything, the
Policy is worded in a way to suggest precisely the opposite as to the criterion at issue. Thus,
whether the Policy is not applied as written or, as applied, is consistent with federal standards
and guidelines, remain continuing concerns and another possible subject of litigation.

Compensation Issues

In the discussion paper provided to your staff, we pointed out the factual and legal basis
for our claim that the contemplated petition for the taking of the Heritage Walk land would be
legally deficient on several grounds, including failure to name all known persons (about 400)
with an interest in the land. As we explained, whilc Heritage Walk owans in fee the land to be
acquired, 202 individual homeowner members (and almost as many spo uses) have perpetual
easements providing them the unencumbered nght 10 use and enjoy that same land. Whatever
might be the difference of opinion between us regarding the value of this property ntercst, we
have been provided nothing to cast doubt on our analysis that the taking of an easement through
condemnation entitles the easement holder to compensation. If the State ignores this waming, it
does so at its peril; any or all of the easement bolders could bring a quiet-ttlc action to prohibit
infringement of their easements antil properly condemned.

Qur Problems with the July Settlement Offex

In light of the foregoing, and as recounted in more dctail to your staff, Heritage Walk has
two serious practical problems with your settlement ofler, wholly apart from the inherently coer-
cive context whereby if it is not accepted as-made, there will be no wall at all. First, the Board of
Directors must take action in a way that reflects the intercsts of all 202 homeowners, both those
who will benefit from the offered settlement and those in Area [ that will not. Despite all our
efforts to understand the basis for SHA's decisionmaking as to our community, the Board is still
at a loss to explain to its members why, if SHA accepts one sector as worthy of noise barrier
protection, the other 1s not equally worthy. The data unequivocally demonstrate at least equal
worthiness.

Second, because the offer has the effect of dividing the membership into two camps--
winzers and losers-the lirited authority the Board obtained to negotiate the members' individual
interests on their behalf makes it extremeiy difficult for the Board to accept or reject the offer at
present. Either way, we may need the signed consent of all homeowners to effectuate such an
agreement, and we are doubtful all such consents are obtainable in light of what we must report.,
The other altcrnative is to base the settlement only on the property interests of the Corporation.
Ms. Hanig does not accept this option, even though her position is that there ar¢ no other prop-
erty interests menting separate compensaton.
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In consideration of all of the foregoing, we urge you to accept our countcrproposal. 1t has
numerous benefits for SHA:

(1) As the Corporation sees the agreement, it is simply getting what it is entitled to as of
right under federal and State noise barrier policies. The State disagrees on the entitlement issue,
. but the settlement need not resolve it. The current settlement o{fer does not, choosing to charac-
terize the noise wall as a "value engineering" decision. There is no reason agreement to a longer
wall cannot be explained on the same basis, without the State's having acquiesced in our view,
Tn contrast, if we are forced o establish our legal entitlement to a noisc wall through htigation, it
“will be a precedent that SHA will have to live with and explain statewide.

(2) The State will not have to compensate any person or entity for any taking of the Land
needed for the project, and will not risk any adverse precedent on what is compensable. A court
decision in our favor would be problematic the next time the State needs to acquire homeowner
association property (surely not that unusual an event). '

(3) The State will not risk any delay in the project due to legal challenges to both the
taking and to SHA's refusal to provide any noise wall.

(4) The State will solve a long-standing problem that has only grown worse with the ex-
pansion of I-270 in the years since the community was built, and with the increased utilization of
. that expanded roadway year-by-year. It will be a permanent solution, even though the new ex-
pansion will rexoute a great deal of present and (much-increased) future traffic into an accelera-
tion/merge lane close to the community. This will create much-needed good will for a govern-
ment organization with which citizens of the community have grown increasingly exasperated.

(5) SHA/SRC will avoid adverse public perception, which will be severe whether the
citizens win or lose if they are forced into litigation. If the citizens win, the State will look terri-
ble in refusing the citizens what they were legally entitled to, on top ol all the other conse-
quences of losing. [f the citizens lose and we get no wall at all after one was offered, the State
will be seen as having been unreasonably coercive. Surely even a court decision in SHA’s favor
will not vindicate as good government SHA’s tenuous reliance on various debatable theoretical
projections of noise while the community continues to suffer the adverse effects of one 1-270 ex-
pansion after another without relief. '

This letter is a follow-up to your recent telephone conversation with Ms. Natalie Hardy,
of our staff, regarding the increase in noise along River Road (MD 190) and the recently
- constructed sound barrier near Travilah and River Roads in Montgomery County. Iappreciate
the opportunity to respond to your inquiry.

The State Highway Administration considers the need for sound barriers in two

. circumstances, designated “Type I’ and “Type IL.” -In “Type I” situations, barriers are
considered when a new highway is being built or an existing highway is being expanded. We do
so to comply with environmental laws that were passed in the 1970s that require the evaluation
of a range of potential environmental impacts, including noise. Under these laws, SHA performs
an environmental analysis to determine if future noise levels will equal or exceed the impact
threshold of 66 decibels and, if so, whether those noise levels can be reduced for a reasonable
cost. Affected homes must predate the approval of the highway improvements.

When a highway already exists and is not being expanded - so that Type I criteria do not
apply - a community that predates the original highway may be considered for a “Type IL,” or
retrofit, barrier. The intent of the Type II program is to address areas of highway noise impact
along full controlled-access highways (where access to and from the highway is by interchange
rather than at-grade intersections) that were built before environmental analyses became a part of
the highway development process. All of the following technical criteria must be met for a
barrier to be approved: the majority of homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels
must equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and an effective barrier must be able to be
built for $50,000 or less per benefited home. If these criteria are met, the County in which the
community is located must have an ordinance that addresses the impact of noise on new
residential development, and that County must agree to fund 20 percent of the barrier cost.

You asked if SHA constructed the barrier near Travilah and River Roads. The State
constructs sound barriers along full controlled-access highways. Although River Road is a State
highway, it is not a full controlled-access highway, hence, sound barriers are not constructed in
this situation. Unfortunately, as requested, we have not been able to identify the individuals who
constructed the existing fence/barrier in this area. Based on this information, your community is
not eligible for a sound barrier under the State’s Sound Barrier Program. Enclosed, for your
information, is a copy of our brochure, Community Resource Guide On Sound Barriers.
